WASHINGTON LETTER 


Interesting Notes From. Our Cor- 


respondent at National Capital. 
Washington, D. C., September 28. 


— The veterans of the Civil War, or- 
ganized in the Grand Army of the 
Republic, are in Washington by the 
thousands to participate in the cele- 
bration of the review 50 years ago 
of the greatest army that the world 
had known at that time. 
In their 


formal 
parade they 
retraced 
the 


steps of that historic march when 
Grant stood beside President John- 
son and saluted them, while General 
Sherman led them from the Capitol 
to the corner of the Treasury build- 
ing, where his equestrian monument 
now stands to give them inspiration. 


President 
Wilson welcomed the 


veterans on the first day of their re- 
union. Lieut. Col. David J. Palmer, 
commander-in-chief, and his 
staff, 


were received at the White House, 
where the President gave them a cor- 
dial greeting. 


The old soldiers fraternized upon 


the gayly decked and illuminated 
streets with survivors of the Confed- 
eracy, many of whom came by spe- 
cial invitation to join in the celebra- 
tion of fifty years of American peace. 
At the headquarters of the Union 
veterans the men in gray were ex- 
tended the hand of welcome, but in 
the parade only Grand Army men 
were allowed to participate. 


A surprising feature of the reun- 


ion was a large number of veterans 
that came from a distance. 
Kun- 


nearly every merchanlile establish 
ment in the city. For the most strik 
ing of the beautifully decorated shoj 
windows handsome prizes in 
the 


form of cups were awarded. 


Military and civil authorities are 


conducting a rig'd investigation to 
determine the origin of the four re- 
cent fires that have occurred at the 
Washington barracks. 
It is believed 


by the commander of the post that 
these disastrous fires were started 
by an incendiary, and startling dis- 
closures are expected to be made 
within a few days, according to the 
belief of the police officials. 
More 


than $30,000 damage was done by 
the fires. The discharge of a three- 
inch gun on the post reservation to 
summon the soldiers to the fires 
made a loud report as to awaken per- 
sons living on the opposite side of 
the Potomac River. 


It is not at all likely that proceed- 


ings will be 
undertaken 
against 


James F. J. Archibald by the United 
States authorities. 
Archibald is the 


Washington war correspondent who 
was arrested by British agents at 
Falmouth for carrying German and 
Austro-Hungarian documents while 
traveling on an American passport. 
Very probably he will be permitted 
to come to Washington to make a 
full explanation to the State Depart- 
ment of his conduct. 


Dr. Constantin Dumba, Austro- 


Hungarian Ambassador to the United 
States, will be formally recalled by 
his government, according to assur- 
ances given American Ambassador 
Penfield at the Vienna foreign office. 
But until formal notification of Dr. 
Dumba's recall has been received, the 
fatate Department officials will make 
no announcement. They are ready, 
however, to hurry negotiations for 
the safe conduct of Dr. Dumba the 
moment satisfactory word arrives 
from 
Vienna. 
The 
British 
and 


French embassies have assured the 
State Department that Mme. Dumba, 
the Ambassador's wife, could pro- 
ceed to Vienna without fear of inter- 
ference, a safe conduct being su- 
perfluous in the case of a noncom- 
batant. 


The Navy Department has been in- 


formed that in a series of engage- 
ments between American marines 
and Haitian insurgents a noncom- 
missioned officer was killed and ten 
marines wounded, while fifty-two of 
the Haitian rebels were killed. 
Offi- 


cials of this government said that 
there is no real comparison between 
the intervention, now a fact in Haiti, 
and the intervention which has been 
proposed to settle the affairs of Mex- 
ico. 
It was admitted by an official 


close to the President that the al- 
ternative of European intervention 
obliged the United States to act by 
force in Haiti. 
The French, in fact, 


landed marines and took control, but 
withdrew when a sufficient Ameri-

conditions in the Middle West than Ex-President Roosevelt, and he 
wrote three years ago: 
"I am unable to see that there has been any 


special improvement in the position of women in those States in the 
West that have adopted woman's suffrage as compared with those 
that have not adopted it. I do not think that giving the women suf- 
frage will produce any material improvement in the condition of 
women. There appears to be, however, a practical unanimity in the 
opinion of unbiased observers as to these facts: first, that in a great 
city the vicious women can usually be depended upon to vote as di-' 
rected by the police; second, that where there is an ecclesiastical or- 
ganization [the Mormon Church] which is endeavoring to exercise 
political power, that power is sensibly increased by the women's 
vote; third, that where neither of these elements enters into the elec- 
tion 'women voters usually accept the opinion of their men as just 
and final, greatly to the happiness of the family.' " ~ Prom the 
Ladies' Home Journal.

LESSON TEXT—I Kings 21:11-20. 
GOLDEN TEXT—Be sure your sin will 


Qnd you out.—Num. 32.23. 


Ahab disobeyed God and failed to 


follow up his. victory over Ben-Hadad 
(ch. 20:31-34). Thereupon one of the 
prophets resorted to a plan whereby 
Ahab was rebuked and also received 
a message that sent him "to his house 
heavy and displeased" (v. 43). All of 
this needs to be borne in mind when 
we study Ahab's course of action re- 
lated in this lesson. Learn by heart 
the tenth commandment; also Luke 
i2:~15. 


I. The Schemes of Men, vv. 11-16. 


Ahab had been king for twenty years 
(Bl* C. 906?). Jezreel was his summer 
capital, about twenty miles northwest 
of Samaria. The chief actors in this 
tragedy weri Naboth, a well-to-do citi- 
zen; Ahab, a petulant monarch to 
whom Naboth refuses to sell his vine- 
yard; Jezebel, the Lady Macbeth of 
Ahab's court; elders and nobles of 
Jezreel, willing tools in the transac- 
tion; false witnesses, executioner, and 
Elijah, the servant of God, who con- 
fronted the monarch in his newly 
gained possession. 
Ahab was con- 


stantly in conflict with the purposes 
of God and with his Word. Naboth 
had no right to sell his vineyard (see 
Numbers 36:7; Lev. 25:23; also Ezek. 
46:16) and sturdily stood out for his 
God-given rights. 
These land laws 


were rigid, but at the same time wise 
and beneficial. Instead of yielding to 
God's law Ahab sulks like a petted 
child (v. 4) and thus again runs coun- 
ter to God's Word (see tenth com- 
mandment). At this juncture Jezebel, 
his wife,^ appeals to his pride and 
power as the king (v. 7), and offers 
to procure the Coveted possession. The 
methods of mankind wEereby vasl pos- 
sessions are accumulated do not al 
ways bear investigation; murder and 
rapine, broken hearts and shortened 
lives, weakened bodies and stunted 
children can largely be traced to the 
Bin or covetousness, against which we 
all need to be on guard (Luke 12:15; 
Eph. 5:5). The first sinner was covet- 
ous (Gen. 3:6), so also were the 
chosen people of God (Josh. 7:21), and 
it was this that caused the first dis 
sension among Christian believers 
(Acts 5:1-3). Jezebel most graciously 
gave Ahab that which belonged to 
others; how free we all can be With 
the property of others! 
She also 


cloaked her designs with the mantle 
of religion (8-13). 


II. The Sentence, of God, vv. 17-20. 


The dead Naboth was happier than hia 
neighbors of Jezreel, the king and 
queen or any of the other evil par- 
ticipants. 
Ahab began by breaking 


the first commandment (I Kings 16:31; 
Deut. 5:7) and thus laid the ground- 
work of the whole train of evil foi 
which he and his household and his 
reign are lamous. The elders readily 
•obeyed the word of Jezebel and Ahah 
-profited thereby, but now he was to 
hear the Word of God and it was not 
to be BO welcome. Recently we saw 
EIlja& set aside, following his flight 
fro-na Jezebel, but he is not entirely 
toeyond use* and God now gave .him a 
ttew commission, one- more task in 
'Connection with bis old opponent 
TSiere Is nothing indicating cowardice 
to Elijah's bold challenge <sf Ahab and 
there is also a suggestion of <a guilty 
conscience in 
Ahab's 
exclamatiOE, 


"Hast thou found me, <S mine enemy" 
(v 20) ? Ahab had "gone down to the 
vineyard of Naboth" <v. 16) to enjoy 
the pleasure of possessing his ill-got- 
ten treasure only to hear again hia 
word of doom (ch. 20:42; 21-19). It 
was a poor exchange Ahab made 
(Mark 8:37), a throne and his life in 
exchange for the carrying out of hia 
own will and the possession of a vine- 
yard. In that exact spot where Na- 
both had been fouJiy stoned the dogs 
would lick up the blood of the king 
As is usually the case, the guilty sin 
ner called the righteous servant of 
God his "enemy," yet 
had Ahab 


obeyed the Word of Jehovah as so 
frequently spoken by Elijah he would 
have discovered him to be his true 
and best friend, not his enemy. Ahab's 
sin had found him out (Golden Text, 
Num. 
32:23). 


III. The Summary. Covetousness is 


not the mere desire for things we do 
not possess, but a deep longing which 
Is willing to do wrong, to injure oth- 
ers, to profit by the evil deeds of oth- 
ers in order to come into possession 
Covetousness seeks to gain at the ex- 
pense of higher and better things; it 
IE the extreme opposite of the spirit 
ot him who "gave all." 


The greatest danger of our land and 


the chief source of sin is covetousness 


The source and fountain of covet 


ousness is selfishness. Hence the one 
and only cure is in a changed heart, 
one consecrated to God and devoted 
to the service of others. 


i-.ove God, obey his Word, strive 


with all our ransomed powers to build 
up and advance bis kingdom and 
covetousness will vanish as mis£ be 
tor the unimer sun 


Covrtousness is insatiable, it Is 


never satisfied.
